As a corn iionit ion, the subject has perfect unity; it is full 
of 
interesting 
pictorial details and yet no one object in the 
picture dem ands more than its share of attention; each d e­ 
tail plays its part, and yet hell** the whole— “ does good team 
w ork,” the athlete would say— “ the ensem ble is fine. 
as 
the musician would put it. So filled is this splendid canvas 
with what painters often dub “ interesting stuff" that separ­ 
ate com m ent on the different elem en ts of the picture is apt 
to leave the im pression that the picture IS lacking in unity. 
But at the risk of a seem ing contradiction, I would call at­ 
tention to a few of the details; e. g., the very interestingly 
drawn path. so naturally does it lie there. w*ith its little rises 
and depressions, its graceful, but not unreal or too graceful 
curve su ggestin g and in k lin g a stroll farther on to 
other 
view* as beautiful as this one. The rich brown tones of the 
earth blend perfectly with the yellow -green of the soft grass 
and anticipate the browns of the fall foliage. . 
As to variety and repetition of line— prom inent 
elem en ts 
of all good co m p o sitio n —n othing is left to Ive desired 
It 
will be an interesting task for tho student of draw ing or for 
any observer to find the nnml>er of tim es the painter 
has 
repeated the horizontal line, which m akes for stability 
and 
l»ol*e; the diagonal line, which 
gives 
m otion; the 
vertical 
line. which lends dignity and grandeur and the curve (th e 
line of b eau ty), which adds grace and rase. These th ings do 
not hap|»en; they are intentional. One feels confident in the 
assertion that if the actual scene had presented few er curves 
or few er diagonal or fewer vertical lines (th a t is, the trees 
and fen*e-pfists). or that these w*ere differently distributed, 
this artist would have Introduced more or placed them 
to 
taste, as he alm ost certainly did in Mime instances. For the 
true painter is a poet and a m usician 
as well; 
he 
loves 
rythm . harm ony in l»oth form and color. He sees nature, hut 
he respects— yea. he idealizes, he reverence* her. If she 
is 
not beautiful and pictorial in this place, so as to furnish his 
com position ready to hand. 
he arranges her, bringing out 
this pretty lilt of her drapery here. adding 
a touch 
there, 
hiding away that ugly blemish th e r e — by om itting it. 
We are told, by those who know Mr. Peyraud, that he IS a 
close student of n a tu r e ,e f her m oods; that he DOHS rever­ 
ence her mvRteries; hut who that looks steadily at this can­ 
vas needs to I*© told this fact? T he painter him self has told 
us in the m«»*t unm istakable way. Often he has been heard 
to say. in speaking of th** material for a picture, the sketch 
of a scene, “ Mere we ha'© the f a n s . ” and then he would go 
to the spot again and again looking, drinking in the l>eauty 
of the landscape, absorbing its colors, saturating h im self in 
its mood, and |>erhaps at last go to bis studio to do much of 
the actual painting, with occasional returns to the scene for 
corrections or inspiration. He never fails to put in the poetry 
w hether he works in the studio or in the 
presence of 
the 
scene, often w histling as he works or hum m ing a tune; for 
he believe* that a painter should get pleasure out of 
the 
actual work: he should not m ake hard work of it— it should 
not lie a strain, a task to be perform ed 
with tense nerves 
and strained attention. It is in this 
way, too, we 
believe, 
that Xlr. Peyraud paints In the bright, joyful colors, in which 
one feels that he actually revels. 
But his m astery o f color, 
his ability to create harm ony out of the 
most 
contrasting 
colors is little less than wonderful. As a draftsm an his tech ­ 
nique Is perfect. One looks in vain for an uneasy line; every­ 
thing lies as quiet out doors as cam era work. 
One other feature cannot be passed without especial m en­ 
tion. I refer to the sky. It Is lum inous, and has very much 
of what artists call vibration. N ote that it has no separate 
clouds that one may notice, and yet it is distant, grand and 
in every way satisfying. The brush work on it will repay 
close study. Note how It has l»een done, and you will 
be 
able to account for its life. 
Because of the com position, the coloring. Its vibrant qual­ 
ity, its “ values*'— for a1! these reasons, this is perhaps the 
one canvas of the entire collection which would afford the 
most instruction, enlightenm ent, inspiration— would in every 
way be the most helpful to students of art or to th ose 
in 
any way Interested In good illustrations of color and draw ­ 
ing. It is an open hook in which the sketch artist m ay read 
with delight and ease many of nature’s secret*. And for this 
reason I can think of no other canvas 
which, 
considering
